DISTRICT CONFERENCE REPRESENTATION. 



The following rule was adopted at the Annual Conference in Shelbyville in 1883, and 
has been the law since : 

The District Conference, in addition to its clerical delegates provided for in the law 
of the Church, shall be composed of the recording steward and one delegate for every 
one hundred members; provided that each pastoral charge shall be entitled to two dele- 
gates, the delegates to be elected by Quarterly Conference at its first or second session of 
each year. 



RULES OF ORDER FOR 1902. 



1. The regular hour of meeting shall be 8:30, and adjourn at 12. A majority of those 
present and voting may extend the session temporarily, but the hour of meeting shall not 
be changed except by a two-thirds vote. Special afternoon or evening sessions may be 
ordered by a majority vote. 

2. The presiding officer shall cause the session to be opened promptly with divine 
service, and after the reading and approval of the journal the Chair shall call the disci- 
plinary questions according to his discretion, subject to the order of the da3^ 

3. Special committees ordered by the Conference shall be appointed by the Chair, un- 
less otherwise provided for. 

4. When th^ report of a committee is under discussion, a representative of the com- 
mittee shall have the right to close the discussion, and the call of the previous question 
shall be subject to that right. 

5. The presiding officer shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
Conference. When such appeal is taken, the person making the appeal shall be allowed 
to state the ground of his appeal, and the Chair the ground of his decision. Otherwise 
than this, the vote shall be taken without debate. 

j 6. Every resolution shall be in writing, signed by at least two members, and every 

j substitute and amendment or report of a committee shall be in writing, 

i 7. A report, resolution, or other paper shall be considered in possession of the Con- 

ference when it has been presented to and received by the Conference and read by the 
I Secretary, and such document cannot be withdrawn without the consent of a majority 

I of the Conference present and voting. 

8. In the disposition of matter before the Conference, the following motions shall have 
p^'ecedence: (i) The previous question. (2) Lie on the table. (3) Postpone to definite 
time. (4) Commit. (5) Amend. (6) Substitute. (7) Indefinite postponement. C8) It 
shall be in order to offer an amendment to an amendment, and one amendment to a 
I substitute. Should a motion assume this shape, the order of voting shall be as follows : 

j (a) On the amendment to the amendment; (b) on the amendment, thus perfecting the 

main question; (c) on the amendment to the substitute; (d) on the substitute; (e) on 
! the main question. 

I o. Every member shall, when desiring to speak, arise from his seat and respectfully 

j address the President, and shall not be interrupted when speaking unless called to order 

; by the President or by a member of the Conference through the President. By permis- 

sion of the Conference a member may explain, if he claims to be misrepresented. 

10. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question, nor more than 
fifteen minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference; nor shall any member 
speak more than once until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

11. Every member who is within the bar when a question is put shall vote, unless the 

! Conference excuse him. No member shall be allowed to vote who is not within the bar 

when the question is put. 

12. Whenever a member shall move the “previous question,” the Chair shall demand, 
“Shall the question now be put?” and the vote on such motion shall be taken without 
debate. If a majority of the members voting sustain the call, the Chair shall put the , 
question then pending without debate, except as provided in Rule 4. See No. 8 (i) 
and (2). 

13. A motion to reconsider may be made on the day of the vote or the next day after 
(immediately after the reading of the journal) by any member who voted with the 
majority. 

14. On demand of one-fifth of the members of the Conference, a recorded vote by 
yeas and nays shall be taken. 

15. A motion to adjourn made by a member entitled to the floor shall always be in 
order, and shall be taken without debate. 

16. These rules shall not be changed or suspended except by a majority of two-thirds 
of all the members present and voting.

W. Pinson, of the South Georgia Conference, were introduced to the Confer- 
ence. 

— A communication from the Board of Trustees of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, was read and referred to the Joint Board 
of Finance. 

Dr. W atkins then addressed the Conference in the interest of the Endowment 
Fund for the superannuated preachers, taking a collection. 

The Conference then adjourned with the benediction by the Bishop. 
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SECOND DAY. 

Fayetteville, Tenx., October 23, 1902. 

Opening. — The Conference met at 9 a.m.. Bishop A. W. Wilson presiding. 

J. M. Jordan conducted the opening service. 

The roll of those absent on yesterday was called, and 11 preachers and 11 lay 
delegates answered to their names. 

The journal of Wednesday was read, corrected, and approved. 

The roll call was dispensed with for the remainder of the session. 

Communication. — A communication from the Church Extension Society 
of the Colored Methodist Episcopal Church was read and referred to the Board 
of Church Extension; one from the Sunday League of America was referred to 
the Committee on the Sabbath; and one from the Anti- Saloon League was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Temperance. 

W. R. Peebles read a report from the Joint Commission on the Midland 
Methodist^ and it was referred to the Committee on Books and Periodicals. 

Admitted on Trial. — Question 1. Who are admitted on trial? The follow- 
ing persons, recommended by the District Conferences following their names, 
having passed an approved examination, and being recommended by the Com- 
mittee on Admissions, were admitted on trial into the traveling connection: 
Irvine Turner Cameron, Nashville District Conference; Dow A. Ensor, Leba- 
non District Conference; George R. Allen, Savannah District Conference. 

Remaining on Trial. — Ques. 2. Who remain on trial? Joseph G. Harper, 
Thomas H. Gilbert, Felix G. Dickson, Thomas F. Kellum, Jacob A. Chenault, 
Robert Waite, Allen Miller, Henry Walter Carter, and L. Hosale, having 
passed approved examinations, their characters were passed, and they were 
continued on trial. 

Discontinued. — Ques. 3. Who are discontinued? The character of W. T. 
Carden was passed, and he was discontinued. 

Traveling Deacons. — Ques. 8. What traveling preachers are elected dea- 
cons? The names of John R. Simpson, Henry W. Wallace, William Skelton 
Taylor, and David E. Hinkle were called, their characters passed, and, having 
stood an approved examination, they were elected to deacon’s orders. 

The character of B. F. Gilbert was passed, and his case will be further dis- 
posed of by the Cuban Mission. 

The names of L. .R. Long and John S. Henley were called, and, having stood an 
approved examination, their characters were passed, they being already deacons.

SUPPLEMENT— REPORTS ADOPTED. 

I. THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOABD. 

All organizations are encouraged in their efforts when they witness an increase of their 
numbers and an increase of the money invested in their enterprises. These are properly 
regarded as evidences of a growing interest in the work. 

With gratification we report a larger number of Sunday schools and nearly three thou- 
sand scholars more than last year. We report an increase in the amount “collected for 
missions” and in the “total amount raised,” and the best showing for Children’s Day this. 
Conference has ever presented. Yet there is large room for improvement. We arc 
pleased to report a more general observance of Children’s Day than ever before. Few 
are the charges in each district where Children’s Day was not observed. The Franklin 
District leads in this commendable work, every charge in this district having observed the 
day. May we not hope that other districts will emulate the example of Franklin District?' 

A noticeable fact concerning Children’s Day is that the country charges, as a general , 
thing, contributed more liberally than the stations. The stations need to wake up. 

We commend the Bible Teachers’ Study Circle, or .system of training teachers, to all. 
our pastors and superintendents. 

We believe that the Tennessee Conference was the first Conference to set apart one 
night of the Annual Conference to be observed as a Sunday school anniversary, and also 
in adopting the suggestion that Dr. Hamill be recommended for Superintendent of the. 
Teachers’ Training Department. . * ' 

We recommend that, instead of one, four Institutes be held next year and that the 
times and places for holding them be referred to the Executive Committee of this Board. 

We recommend that the Home Department, as an auxiliary and support of the school, . 
have more general recognition on circuits and in stations. 

We hope that no pastor will fail to observe Children’s Day, remembering that this is 
the only source of revenue to the Sunday School Board. The Board will furnish gratis 
Children’s Day programmes to all our schools applying for them. Make all applications 
for aid to Brother Len K. Hart, Secretary of the Board, Nashville, Application blanks 
may be procured from the Secretary or the Publishing House. All applications for aid 
should be made upon these blanks. 

That there may be a uniform system in reporting the number of Sunday school scholars, . 
we recommend that all who have attended the school during the year, and were enrolled 
as scholars, should be enumerated, even if they are not members of the school at the close 
of the Conference year, when the reports are made up. Secular schools, in their annual 
catalogues, include all pupils whose names have been enrolled during the year. 

We recommend that all our schools take a collection every Sunday for the purpose 
of buying their literature, except that the collection of one Sunday in each month be 
paid to the preacher in charge as missionary money, which may be credited on his mis- 
sionary assessment. The Sunday school scholars should be trained to give, so that a 
generation may be reared which shall consider it a reproach not to contribute to the 
support of the institutions of the Church. We recommend the distribution in the Sunday 
school of missionary literature. 

We recommend that our schools use our own literature, issued by our Publishing House 
at Nashville, and that they furnish the Sunday School Magazine to each teacher, and en- 
deavor to place one copy of the weekly Children’s Visitor in each family represented in the - 
school. 
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The Executive Committee is directed to appoint one delegate and alternate from each 
presiding elder’s district to their District Institute. 

Let it not i)e forgotten that the great object of the Sunday school is to bring the children 
to Christ and to prepare them to become intelligent and useful members of the Church. 

An able and prominent divine recently said in a public address before 'an Annual Con- 
ference : “The Sunday school is the financial backbone of the Church, and, to change the 
figures, the chief foundation stone of our Publishing House.” 

We close this quadrennium on the ascending scale in the Sunday school work. Believ- 
ing that the Sunday school shall largely constitute the future Church, we pray God’s 
blessing upon the work which we have done, and trust that our successors, guided by tfie 
Spirit which enlighteneth, shall be enabled to achieve much greater results than have been 
accomplished in the past.

II. EPWOBTH LEAGUE BOABD.

We have made a careful study of the operations of the Epworth League in our Confer-

In this connection we would repeat what we said a year ago : that the number need not 
be large in the beginning. In fact, it is better to begin with a small League and build to 
d. Also that Junior Leagues can often be organized where Senior Leagues are impossible. 
Brother R. J. Craig has aided many of the brethren in organizing and strengthening the 
Junior League, and will continue to do so as far as his time will permit.

The Publishing House. 

The committee remarks with gratitude the evidences of the continued prosperity of 
the Publishing House. The increase of the sales over last year, per exhibit of the Book 
Agents, is $20,582.90 ; the net gain of assets, $30,799.69. 

We hail with delight the tokens of a growing spirit of authorship in our Church. We 
apprehend that not the least of the aims of our Book Agents is to give all proper encour- 
agement to men and women among us who possess the gifts of ready writers. Among 
the more recent books printed by the House, we mention “The Way of the Preacher,” by 
Kern; “Upper Room Meditations,” by Fitzgerald; “Personal Salvation,” by Tillett; and 
the new Discipline. 

The Christian Advocate. 

The Christian Advocate keeps the high level of editorial wisdom, literary excellence, 
and devotional value that has long prevailed in its columns. It is not only the organ of 
the official mind and connectional news, but a family paper of sparkling interest. We 
lament that the subscription list is not larger. We deplore the fact that it is no more 
than fourteen thousand. A number of periodicals published in the North and East that 
have no special constituency have hundreds of thousands of subscribers. It should be our 
definite and persistent effort to gain for the Christian Advocate as many subscribers as 
there are families in our connection. 

The merits and claims of the other periodicals that are usually considered by this 
committee — namely, the Methodist Review, Review of Missions, Go Forward, fVoman's 
Missionary Advocate, Our Hofnes, the different forms of Sunday school literature, the 
Epmorth Era — are so comprehensively set forth in the admirable report of last year’s 
Committee on Books and Periodicals that the present committee refers to the same, and 
makes so much thereof as refers to these periodicals a part of this report. 

The Methodist Review. 

This periodical is very ably edited by Dr. Tigert. Its various departments are all of a 
high order. A fine class of contributors write for its pages, discussing live and pro- 
gressive subjects, in addition to the work done by the editor. If we were to suggest any 
criticism, it would be that not enough space is given by the editor to reviewing new books 
the reading of which might be helpful to our preachers. 

We are sorry to note that the Review comes a little short of being self-sustaining. 
This ought not to be, and will not be if all our preachers will subscribe and do what they 
can to get intelligent laymen to subscribe. 

Review of Missions. 

Your committee cannot indorse too strongly the Review of Missions, nor urge too 
strenuously that our preachers take it and circulate it as far as possible among our people. 
Live missionary information, fresh from the field, and a continued but ever-new discus- 
sion of the basic principles of our obligation to carry out the Master’s great command 
to “Go into all the world and preach the gospel to every creature,” is what we need to 
have kept constantly before us. This the Review of Missions does. It is a remarkably 
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cheap monthly, containing sixty-four pages, and costs only fifty cents a year. With the 
Review of Missions in every pastor’s and local preacher's hands, and the new paper, 
Go Forward^ in all our hands, the question of raising our assessments in full will be no 
longer a question, but a fact. 

Woman’s Missionary Advocate and Our Homes. 

These papers, so ably edited by our sisters, the former by Mrs. F. A. Butler, the latter 
by Miss Helm, we are glad to commend as fulfilling well the special needs for which they 
were inaugurated. They well merit a much wider circulation than they have. The papers 
and the interests they represent ought to be welcomed by us as pastors, for they will be 
helpful to us in our charges. We shall be glad, however, if our sisters can get their 
work so organized that one society and one paper will do the work of both. 

Sunday School Literature. 

We cannot speak too highly of our Sunday school periodicals. No Methodist Sunday 
school should think of superseding our literature with that from any other house what- 
ever. 

The Sunday School Magazine should be in the hands of every teacher. It is a marvel 
of cheapness, but not like most cheap things — worth about what they cost. It has long 
been good; it is constantly growing better. 

The Children’s Visitor deserves a special word. It is not merely a child’s paper, but 
it is full of interest to children of larger growth. May it get the circulation it deserves ! 

The Epworth Era. 

The Era is not an “error,” as some one has facetiously remarked. Its versatile editor 
has made its pages sparkle with interest. It is a clean paper of high order, and well 
adapted to the needs of our young people. We are sorry it has never proved self-sus- 
taining. This, however, is no fault of the Era or its editor. May we not express the 
hope that the Era and the Children’s Visitor may be united, so as no longer to be rivals 
for the same support? Our young people cannot be induced to properly support both 
papers. 

Your committee has learned with pleasure of the favor in which the catechism of Rev. 
T.. L. Moody, a member of this Conference, has been received. It is an admirable text- 
book for the use of parents and pastors in giving religious instruction to the young. A 
Junior Epworth League edition has been proposed. We recommend the same to those 
charged with the conduct of Junior Leagues. Lewis Powell, Chairman;

IV. BIBLE CAUSE. 

Believing as we do that the “Word of God is the only and sufficient rule of human faith 
and ethics,” and that the American Bible Society, in all American work at home and 
abroad, is the very best means of circulating it, we are glad to note the following facts : 

During the year ending March 31, 1902, that Society issued from its presses one million, 
seven hundred and twenty-three thousand, seven hundred and ninety-one copies and por- 
tions of the Word of God in more than one hundred tongues. It collected and expended 
from all sources $^133,173.99. This makes a goodly increase in the issue of tfooks and in 
monetary collections. And yet, strange as it may seem, the Society is pressed for money 
as perhaps never before. Why this pressure? This is preeminently the missionary age 
of Protestant Christianity. The Churches have written on their banners : “Christ for the 
world, and the world for Christ.” They are compassing all lands, and constantly acquiring 
new languages and dialects. That it may continue to be pioneer in mission work, it must 
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expend larger money in printing the Word of God in these new tongues and circulating 
them among the people. In the Philippine Islands alone, under our own flag, there are 
fifty languages into which the Word of God must be put and the books scattered among 
the inhabitants. The Society has also a special agent among the colored people of the 
South, whose object is to see that no cabin home is without a copy of the Holy Scriptures. 

So far the Tennessee Conference has reported as paid through its Conference Treas- 
urer to this great cause only $191.64. Are we doing our duty to it? We fear the Master 
will not say: “Well done.” 

In view of these facts, we offer the following resolutions : 

Resolved: i. That we learn with pleasure from Rev. George D. French, D.D., Field 
Agent of the American Bible Society, the enlarged liberality of the friends of the Society 
and the goodly increase in the issue of Bibles. 

2. That, in view of the urgent need of money by the Society, we pledge ourselves to see 
that a liberal collection is taken for the Bible cause in each of our congregations.

V. EDUCATION. 

Report No. i. — Correspondence School. 

The General Conference which met at Dallas, Tex., in May last instructed the General 
Board of Education to establish at Nashville, in connection with the Biblical Department 
of Vanderbilt University, and under the direction of its faculty, a Correspondence School 
for the guidance of all young ministers of our Church in prosecuting the courses of study 
prescribed by the bishops for candidates for admission and undergraduates, and for such 
as, having finished the prescribed studies, desire to carry on a further course of systematic 
reading and study. While the work of this Correspondence School was recommended by 
the General Conference to the Annual Conferences and to the young ministers of the 
Church at large, it was not made obligatory either upon the young ministers to prosecute 
it or upon the Annual Conferences to accept it. The following is the language of the 
General Conference touching this point: “The Secretary of the Correspondence School 
shall issue a certificate to every one who prosecutes under the direction of the School the 
study of any book embraced in the course of study and passes a satisfactory written 
examination on the same. He shall send this certificate, along with the questions and 
examination papers, to the Chairman of the Annual Conference Committee having charge 
of the candidate or undergraduate concerned. The Conference Committee may then, if 
the Conference sees fit, accept this certificate in lieu of examinations held by themselves. 
But if the committee is not satisfied with the examination paper submitted, it may subject 
the candidate to a second and further examination.” 

The Board of Education recommends that this Conference grant to all its Examining 
Committees the privilege of recognizing and crediting on the various courses of study 
the work of the Correspondence School so far as they may be satisfied with the examina- 
tion papers submitted to them. 

There was also a memorial before the General Conference from the Board of Education, 
which was recommended by the College of Bishops in their annual address — ^viz., “That 
when any college or university in our Church, approved by the General Board of Educa- 
tion, shall incorporate into its curriculum any book in the Conference Course of Study, 
the official certificate of such institution, stating that any candidate for the ministry has 
studied and passed a satisfactory examination upon any book in the Conference Course, 
shall relieve him from any further examination before a Conference committee on that 
book.” This memorial was adopted by the General Conference, with one modification — 
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viz., that each Annual Conference should determine for itself whether or not it recognize 
Vv’ork done by our colleges and universities. 

We recommend that this Conference authorize its Examining Committees to recognize 
and accept all work done in accordance with this provision of the General Conference.

Most of this amoi^t has been specially directed by the donors. Five thousand dollars 
was given by Mrs. ii. W. Cole to the endowment fund of the Cole Lectureship in Van- 
derbilt University. ^ About fourteen hundred dollars has been given by members of the 
faculty of Vanderbilt University and former students of that institution who are mem- 
bers of this Conference to the endowment fund of what is known as the Students’ Chair 
of Biblical Theology and English Exegesis. About two thousand dollars has been con- 
tributed by friends of Vanderbilt University, and these mainly residents of the city of 
Nashville, to the general endowment fund of the Biblical Department. These items bring 
the amount contributed to Vanderbilt University up to $8,433.27. One subscription of 
a thousand dollars has been paid by the donor, but he reserved the right to direct it. and 
it is now held subject to his wishes. One hundred and eight dollars and five cents has 
been specially directed to institutions under the various Mission Boards of the Church. 
Five dollars was directed by the donor to the Woman’s Dormitory at Vanderbilt. My 
expenses for the year have been nineteen dollars and forty-three cents ($19.43). Adding 
all these various items together, they amount to $9,565.75, which, deducted from the total 
receipts, leaves the sum of $586.92 as the amount in hand which was not specially directed 
by the donors. One-fifth of this sum, or $117.38, goes, by direction of the General Con- 
ference, to the Biblical Department of Vanderbilt University. This leaves $469.54 in 
hand for the Woman’s Dormitory, to which should be added the five dollars specially 
directed to that building, making $474:54. Something over four thousand dollars, it will 
be remembered, was reported at the last Conference as in the treasury for this dormitory. 
That sum was invested, by direction of the Board of Education, and has yielded an inter- 
est of about $270. Putting all these items together, we have now in the treasury for the 
Woman’s Dormitory the sum of >$5,000.54. The Board has again instructed the Treasurer 
to invest this amount in such manner as may meet with the approval of the Executive 
Committee of the Board. W. F. Tii.lett, Secretary and Treasurer. 



Summer Institute. 



The fourth session of the Summer Institute for Young Preachers was held at Vander- 
bilt University during the last ten days of June. The attendance, both on the part of the 
members of this Conference and members of some half-dozen other Conferences, was 
very gratifying, reaching about one hundred and fifty. About one hundred members of 
this Conference were present at some or all of the exercises of the Institute. The ses- 
sions of the Institute are proving a real help to all who attend. Especially is this true 
of all the undergraduates and other young ministers taking the postgraduate course of 
study. We would again urge our presiding elders to leave the last ten days in June free 
from Quarterly Conferences and other appointments that would prevent the attendance 
of the undergraduates and young ministers generally upon the sessions of the Institute. 

Educational Institutions. 

The school at Monterey has been maintained during the past year at an expenditure by 
this Board of about $150. We regret to say that our experience with this enterprise 
leaves the Board in doubt as to the propriety of continuing longer the help heretofore 
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given. But as no change in policy ought to be made without most careful consideration, 
the Board has instructed the Executive Committee to make all necessary investigations 
and recommend definite action at our next meeting. 

Written reports were before us from Soule College (Miss Wardlaw, President) and 
Martin College (B. F. Haynes, President). The first-named institution has enrolled more 
students than ever before in its history. Among these are twelve ministers’ daughters, 
who are reported to be girls of earnest purpose and strong character. President Haynes 
entered on his work at Martin College late in the summer, but reports success in his 
work far beyond all expectations. More than fifty boarding pupils and double that num- 
ber of pupils of all classes are in attendance. 

Other schools under the patronage of the Conference have entered on a year of unusual 
prosperity. The Webb School is, as usual, full to its limit. The Mooney School has 
been moved to Murfreesboro, where a new and handsome building has been provided 
for its growing attendance. Howard Institute, Mt. Pleasant, Tenn., maintains its well- 
established reputation for fostering scholarship and strong Christian character among its 
Students. .The Morgan and Peoples School, at Fayetteville, and the Branham and Hughes 
School, at Spring Hill, also belong to this same high grade of training schools that do 
most thorough and satisfactory work. The Tennessee Conference is to be congratulated 
on having within its bounds a number of the very best training schools that exist in all 
the South. This is due largely to the influence of Vanderbilt University. We are pleased 
to report this our leading institution as being in a prosperous condition. The attendance 
shows an improvement over last year, the Biblical Department sharing largely in this gain. 
The Correspondence School established by the General Conference under the direction 
of the General Board of Education will bring an increasing number of our young preach- 
ers into vital and helpful relation with the university. 

We deplore the fact that the proposition of Mr. Cupples has not met with a more 
ready and more generous response. We still lack about forty thousand dollars of having 
raised the amount named by him in his proposition.

VI. TEMFEBANCE. 

The well-organized fight that is being waged against intemperance by the State Anti- 
Saloon League, and the growing sentiment, both in Church and State, against this evil, 
is a cause for much congratulation amongst all Christian people. May the good fight 
go on with renewed vigor until the saloon shall be finally driven out of all our cities and 
towns and intemperance shall cease to threaten the peace and tranquillity of our homes. 

A circular letter from the American Anti-Saloon League, asking this Conference to 
appoint two delegates to attend the meeting of the seventh National Anti-Saloon Con- 
vention at Washington, D. C., December 9-1 1, 1902, was before your committee; and, | 

in accordance with this request, we suggest that this Conference appoint two delegates 
to attend said National Anti-Saloon League Convention; and inasmuch as the Tennessee 
Conference League has appointed Revs. Lewis Powell and Thomas C. Ragsdale to rep- 
resent it in this same convention, that this Conference also name these same two brethren 
as its representatives to said convention. Furthermore, be it 

Resolved: i. That the Tennessee Conference expresses its cordial sympathy and moral 
support in the work now being done by both the National and State Anti-Saloon Leagues, 
as well as for the members of our State Legislature, who have fought and are still fight- 
ing in the cause of temperance. 

2. That no candidate for a place in the lawmaking bodies of our country shall receive 
the support of our people before he shall have unequivocally declared his opposition to 
the legalizing of the liquor traffic and his favor of the further extension of the local 
option law as far as practicable. 

3. That this Conference hereby reaffirms its every former utterance on the liquor traffic 
as adopted heretofore at the various Conferences during the past decade in the interest 
of temperance, and renews its pledges to keep up an unremitting warfare against intem- 
perance, until this evil shall be driven from our land.

VII. SABBATH OBSEBVANCE. 

In the present age, which is said to be transitional in a religious sense, and may be 
said to be an age of doubt also in the spirit of the age or of the world, to say the 
least, the drift or tendency of worldly thought is to disregard or ignore the holy Sabbath 
as instituted by the almighty and all-wise God to be observed by man as a day of rest 
from the secular or ordinary occupations engaged in during the week. 

The Bible, we understand, emphatically teaches that one day in every seven has been 
instituted and set apart by God to be observed by man as a day sacred to God’s honor 
and glory and essential to the preservation and physical, mental, and spiritual development 
of man as a moral and accountable being to God as Creator and Redeemer. 

Without entering into elaborate arguments or detail relative to the institution of the 
Sabbath, we would observe by way of general statement that God taught man or us to 
observe it by example when he rested from his creative work at the end of six days, 
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resting on the seventh day. He also taught its observance by legal enactment in the 
fourth commandment of the Decalogue. The Jews so understood and observed it. Jesus 
Christ did not ignore nor desecrate nor break the Sabbath. He affirmed that he was Lord 
of the Sabbath, and uttered the design of its institution. “The sabbath day was made 
for man, and not man for the sabbath” — that it is lawful for man to do good on the 
Sabbath day. It follows, then, that we, as objects of his creation and subjects of fils 
redemption, should observe the time or use the day doing works of mercy and charity 
m following the example and precepts of our Lord, and abstain from all unnecessary 
work, games, or diversions that cannot be used in the name and have not the sanction 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Resolved: i. That we as a Church and body of Christian people, in the recognition of 
God’s supreme authority in the institution of the Christian Sabbath as binding and 
obligatory upon us, will observe it to the honor and glory of God, and thus obtain the 
end for which it was designed in our behalf — that eternal day which this day types, that 
heavenly rest which this day symbolizes, that full and perfect rest of which this day’s rest 
is the earnest. 

2. That we oppose by example and precept any tendency to disregard, ignore, or dese- 
crate this sacred day, and hold on to and uphold the observance of the Christian Sab- 
bath as one of the strongholds and safeguards of our Christian civilization and heritage 
transmitted to us by our fathers, who have rendered England and America conspicuous 
and preeminent among the nations of the earth. 

3. That the pastors throughout the various charges in the bounds of the Conference be 

requested, if practicable, to cooperate with the Sunday League of America in observing the 
twenty-fourth annual Lord’s Day Week, April 6-13; and each pastor be requested to 
preach on this subject during that week, or at least once during the year, and each Church 
and young people’s society be requested to devote at least one meeting to its prayerful 
consideration, seeking three definite results: (i) A higher standard of Sabbath-keeping 
among Christians; (2) relief of as many as possible from Sunday toil; (3) preventing 
Sunday amusements, especially Sunday excursions, games, and visiting; and for the 
securement of these aims scatter leaflets and disseminate the literature of said League 
to accomplish these designs. W. T. Dye, Chairman;

VIII. CHUBCH PROPERTY. 

Your Committee on Church Property would state that from the reports of the presiding 
elders and pastors it appears that the property of the Church is increasing in value, and 
that there is a marked increase in the number of parsonages and new church buildings, 
and that there is a disposition to keep the same in good repair. 

It appears that the-amount of insurance carried is small in comparison to the value of 
the property. This, in our opinion, is a most important matter, and that it is the duty 
of the trustees of Church property to see that an amount of insurance be carried, if not 
sufficient to replace buildings in case of loss, to at least carry enough to form a nucleus 
for a building fund. 

With reference to the communication of Messrs. Kirkland and Barclay in regard to 
insurance in the National Mutual Church Insurance Company, of Chicago, we would say 
that we are not in possession of enough information with regard to the company to m.ake a 
recommendation as to this particular company; but, as it appears to be purely a mutual 
affair, and as this class of insurance has not met with any degree of success, especially 
when applied to fire losses, your committee does not feel that it can recommend it to 
this body for acceptance.

We, your committtee appointed to examine the District Conference records, respect- 
fully submit the following report : 

ITasliville District. — The record of this district is well kept, showing excellent pen- 
manship and convenient marginal references. A few slips occur, such as “several” for 
“genera!.” The caption is repeated at the top of each page, which your committee think 
unnecessary. 

East Nasliville District. — This record has been neatly kept and gotten up in good 
form. The only criticism the committee think proper to make is a few misspelled words 
and the name of the President of the Conference was not signed to the minutes until 
the record book went into the hands of the committee and attention was called to the 
fact by the committee. 

Lebanon District — This is a concise and correct record, with the exception that it is 
especially deficient in punctuation, the dotting of i’s and crossing of t’s. 

Murfreesboro District. — This record is well kept, except that the caption of the first 
and second days should be more conspicuous, so as to be more easily found. The Secre- 
tary should sign the President’s name, as well as his own, and not say; “President, per 
Secretary.” 

Fayetteville District. — This record is well kept, concise, and legibly written; but the 
caption does not state what Conference is holding its session, and the punctuation is 
somewhat deficient. 

Franklin District. — This record is neatly kept, and the handwriting is plain, legible, 
and very correct throughout ; also the minutes are properly signed by the presiding elder. 

Columbia District. — This is a good record, with the exception that it fails to record 
the election of a Secretary and is somewhat defaced by pencil mark erasures. 

Dickson District. — This record is very creditably kept. The caption should read, 
“Journal of the Ninth Session of the Dickson District Conference,” instead of “Journal 
of the Ninth Dickson District Conference.” 

Savannah. District — This record was not submitted to the Conference. 

Clarksville District — In this record the general caption appears at the top of every 
page, which, in the opinion of your committee, is unnecessary. Otherwise, it is a mag- 
nificent record, nicely written, and arranged with most convenient marginal references, 
and it is almost a model.

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The appropriation of $250 made last year to Lobelville, Perry County, Savannah Dis- 
trict, with conditions not having been complied with, and appropriation not paid, this 
sum was reapportioned to the same Church. 

The appropriations made to White House and Meadow Brook were granted on condi- 
tion that the Treasurer be furnished with the county register’s certificate of registration 
of deed before the money is paid. 

The appropriation made to Latimer Church was made on condition that the Treasurer 
be furnished with county register’s certificate of deed, and that all debts are paid and 
the house furnished before the appropriation is paid. 

The appropriation to Fort Donelson Memorial and Lassiter Memorial is made on 
condition that all debts be paid and evidence of same be furnished the Treasurer before 
the appropriation is available. 

We have heard with interest and concern the informal request of Dr. James A. Orman 
of the needs of North Nashville, and we are not indifferent to the situation. But as the 
request is a large one and our assets are small, we are made to pause before it. And 
again, as the money is asked before anything has been really collected, and also to pur- 
chase the real estate upon which the house is to be built, and further considerable time 
must elapse before the church could possibly be built, and as these last circumstances 
and conditions are at variance with our customs, we are forced to decline with regret.

XI. BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



In view of the fact that, despite droughts and floods and short crops throughout our 
Conference, we have made steady progress on our foreign and domestic missionary col- 
lections, collecting $642.15 more on foreign missions and $205.27 more on domestic mis- 
sions than we did last year, we thank God for that degree of success which has attended 
our efforts, and gather strength and courage to press these claims more closely in the 
future. But we note with profound sorrow the fact that there still remains a deficit on 
these claims this year. 

In view of the foregoing statement — namely, that there is a deficit on our missionary 
assessments — we urge all pastors to early and full collections for these purposes. Let our 
assessments, if possible, be the minimum collected in every charge. We also urge every 
presiding elder and pastor to a hearty cooperation in our midyear missionary meetings 
and in the circulation of the Review of Missions and Go Forward in every charge, and 
to earnest prayer to God for our missions and missionaries at home and abroad. We 
urge the several presiding elders to a closer and heartier cooperation with bur Board and 
its representatives in our mission work, and that special stress be laid upon this great 
work in our District and Quarterly Conferences. 

We note with pleasure the great work done by our Woman’s Foreign and Home 
Mission Societies, and urge our pastors, one and all, to encourage and help these godly 
women in their work by organizing societies in every char^ where they have none and 
by circulating their literature. 

We heartily indorse the work done by our Epworth Leagues and Sunday schools, and 
urge them to greater effort along these lines. 

We also urge all pastors traveling mission territory to press upon their people the 
duty and great privilege of liberal and systematic giving to these worthy causes. There- 
fore be it 

Resolved, That we, as presiding elders, one and all, great and small, will do everything 
in our power to raise our assessments in full and to create in our people a missionary 
spirit by preaching missionary sermons, holding missionary mass meetings and rallies, 
distributing missionary literature, or in any other way the Spirit may dictate. : 

We present the name of Rev. A. P. McFerrin for appointment by the bishop as Secre- 
tary of our Conference Board of Missions, and ask that he be appointed.

XlV. MEMOIRS. 



Lewis Cannon Bryan, son of Asa and 
Edith Dias Bryan, was born in Robertson 
County, Term., February 19, 1817. He was 
converted to the Christian faith at McKen- 
dree Church, Nashville, Tenn., August, 
1839, at the hour of i a.m. The only human 
witness and helper in that all-night struggle 
and final victory was Rev. R. G. Irvine, of 
precious memory. They have at last met in 
the life above, and their fellowship has been 
sweet. In 1840, at Murfreesboro, Tenn., he 
was admitted on trial into the Tennessee 
Conference. For sixty-one years at the roll 
call “Nothing against him” was said when 
his name was spoken. He served with ac- 
ceptability and to edification the following 
circuits: Goose Creek, Mill Creek, Wesley, 
Spring Hill, Sumner, Stone’s River, Har- 
peth. White’s Creek, Hollandale, and Her- 
mitage. The following stations : Decatur 
(Ala.), College Hill, Athens (Ala.), Clarks- 
ville, McKendree, Elysian Grove, Hobson 
Chapel, Harpeth, Smyrna and Kelley, Ar- 
lington and Woodbine. He served four 



years as presiding elder on the Lebanon 
District. He was agent of the Tract So- 
ciety almost one year; was chaplain to the 
Tennessee Hospital for the Insane five 
years; served on the honor roll of superan- 
nuation in his Conference seven years. In 
this career we see a remarkably well-round- 
ed and filled life. It touched all measures 
of responsibility, and everywhere the obli- 
gation was faithfully discharged. He was 
reared in the country, in simple times and 
in simple ways, face to face with the tasks 
and conditions incident to such a life. Ac- 
customed to the sincere influences of moral- 
ity and religion existing in his youth, out of 
this wonderful fiber was woven the web of 
his life and character, and such results were 
but normal. His religious life began in a 
positive conviction of sin, an intelligent trust 
in the Saviour, and a conscious pardon and 
acceptance; and to these he added all the 
thought, devotion, and service oT the after 
years of his life. He began the work of 
the Christian ministry immediately after his 
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entrance upon this new life : he was not ices were held there in the presence of sor- 
“disobedient to the heavenly vision.” His rowing loved ones and friends, and his 
appointments show that he soon took rank body laid to rest in Mt. Olivet, to sleep with 
among his brethren as a preacher, and there many whom he loved in life until the resur- 
were giants in his day in the Tennessee Con- rection morning.

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ford County, renn., October 15, 1819, who 
died June ii, 1902, at the day of his death 
had been eighty-two years, seven months, 
and twenty-six days on the earth. Having 
been received on trial into the Tennessee 
Conference at Florence, Ala., Bishop Paine 
presiding and W. C. Johnson, Secretary, 
October, 1854, in his thirty-fifth year, he 
was forty-seven years, eight months, and 
six days a Methodist preacher. During this 
period of time he was one year only (1873) 
a supernumerary and eleven years a super- 
annuate, leaving -thirty-six years in active 
service. In this stretch of time he had trav- 
eled eleven circuits and one mission, as fol- 
lows: Rock Creek, Fayetteville, Salem and 
Camden Mission, Chapel Hill, Lewisburg, 
Petersburg, Cave Spring, Richland, Rich 
Valley, Unionville, Medium, and Berlin. 
He was twice married, first to Miss Barbara 
Sailors and next to Miss Mary Fisher, 
though he was a widower at the time of his 
death. Twelve children were born by the 
way. The first marriage gave five children, 
the next seven. Five of these preceded him 
to the better land. He was faithful in all 
the relations of life. As a husband he was 
tender and respectful, and as a father he 
was true, loving, and indulgent. His home 
life, therefore, among his children was not 
that of sternness, born of overmuch right- 
eousness, but that of freedom, the outflow 
of Christian love, patience, and forbearance. 
All of his children, after a time, one by one, 
became members of the Church, two of 
whom became ministers, and one of whom 
is now an honored minister among us, 
while the other has passed over the river. 
His early educational advantages, in com- 
mon with most preachers of his day, were 
meager. The writer of this sketch has 
heard him in his talks to the school chil- 
dren in a very entertaining manner tell of 
his school days, of their deficiency and the 
like, and yet these schools were the best that 
could be found in his day and community. 
By nature the subject of this sketch was en- 
dowed with a good, sound mind, a healthy 
body, and a musical voice, and, as he was 
given to observation and was an apt student 
of nature, men, and the Bible, he became a 
popular preacher among the people, the evi- 
dence of which was seen in the demand for 
him on special occasions, as funerals, reviv- 
als, and the like. All men have their ele- 
ments of power. One of the elements of 
his power as a preacher was his social na- 
ture, for when he sat among his friends and 
talked and listened he was either the center 
of the group or a factor in it, proving that 
he was an appreciative listener as well as an 
interesting conversationalist. Another ele- 
ment of his power among men was the gift 
of song, for he had an innate knowledge and 



power in music, and one of those magnetic 
voices which stirred, mellowed, and sweet- 
ened every human heart that came within 
the limits of its pathos and power. There 
is a picture in the writer’s mind now. He 
had with the writer called by the way on a 
family for a pastoral visit. After the 
Scripture and prayer, he held us spellbound 
with more than one of his tender, pathetic 
songs, which none but he could render. 
There were tears and mellow hearts on that 
day in that house. Another one of the ele- 
ments of his power was another gift: that 
peculiar, indefinable something called per- 
sonal magnetism. He was clothed with it as 
with a garment, and it was a part of his 
physical make-up. Again, he was a revival- 
ist, and belonged to that class of early 
preachers when every pastor was his own 
evangelist ; for, besides being a preacher, he 
was a greater exhorter, and in this gift of 
exhortation was found another element of 
success. Men were awakened and convert- 
ed to God, and the Church was edified, un- 
der his ministry. He himself had experi- 
enced conversion, and knew how to talk of 
its power to others. The writer recalls the 
time when he was conducting a series of 
meetings in Brother Haggard’s own com- 
munity. One evening of seeming fruitless 
labor this man of God appeared on the scene 
in old Cave Spring Church, and became a 
part of the meeting. We had toiled all 
night, and had caught nothing. That even- 
ing there were songs and exhortation by 
Brother Haggard, and the meeting began 
with a bright success, for there followed 
penitents, conversions, and increased con- 
gregations. His marriage and consequent 
settlement in that community were a bless- 
ing. He was brought in connection with its 
growth, and to him may be attributed in a 
great measure the fruitfulness of that 
Church, from which have gone several min- 
isters of the gospel who are laboring among 
us. Our dear departed brother belonged to 
that generation of pioneer preachers in the 
State of Tennessee which preceded us, and 
which has forever gone from us. The early 
Methodist minister on circuits and missions, 
who did not hesitate to preach to very small 
congregations here and there over the. coun- 
try, were feeders for the city congregations 
and other centers, both in numbers and 
spiritual force, and made the present state 
of things among us possible.

Robert Paine Gray, son of Rev. Mark 
W. and Mrs. Mary J. Gray, Was born in 
Franklin, Williamson County, Tenn., Feb- 
ruary 2, 1847. In September, 1864, he con- 
secrated himself to God through Christ. 
God accepted the offering, and saved him by 
the washing of regeneration and the renew- 
ing of the Holy Ghost. Three years later, 
October 25, 1867, at Clarksville, Tenn., he 
was admitted on trial into the Tennessee 
Conference, after which time he served 
seventeen pastoral charges lying in North 
Alabama and Middle Tennessee. Only a 
few of these charges provided a competent 
support. Nevertheless he served them all 
faithfully, gladly,^ pffering with his Lord, 
working well, waiting patiently, enduring as 
seeing Him who is invisible. “Other hope 
had he none, nor wish in life but to follow 
meekly with reverent steps the sacred feet 
of his Saviour.” My first year in the minis- 
try, when we were both young, we traveled 
adjoining works. Our friendship began 
then, and grew as the years went by. A 
casual acquaintance would have impressed 
one that he had no cares. He had sorrows, 
hut he did not advertise them. He had bur- 
dens, but he did not try to unload them upon

his fellow-travelers. He had a happy, joy- 
ous disposition. He was a Christian philos- 
opher. He cast all his cares on the Lord, 
and “by his life alone, gracious, sweet, the 
better life was shown.” Frequently he ren- 
dered me valuable assistance in protracted 
meetings. Twice I have had the honor of 
being his presiding elder. He was a good 
preacher, plain, scriptural, and spiritual. He 
loved God and the Church, and had a heart 
full of sympathy for suffering humanity. In 
June he wrote me that he felt that his work 
was finished, and, while he regretted it, and 
had hoped to live to accomplish some things 
yet undone, he was resigned to God’s will. 
He loved his family, and bared his breast 
to the storm for their welfare. His wife 
having gone before, his daughter married 
and moved to another State, he was left with 
four lioys, who are now about grown. 
He said to me after Conference last fall : “T 
am so glad there is a parsonage at Waynes- 
boro. I shall keep house, so that my boys 
will have a place to come when they are out 
of employment.” I visited that home, and 
my admiration and esteem for him were in- 
creased by that visit. His conduct toward 
those boys was as tender and sweet as a 
mother’s. His last days were spent at the 
home of his brother. Dr. Gray, at Rockvale. 
Rev. J. C. Keathley, his brother’s pastor, 
has given me the following facts in regard 
to his last days : “He came to his brother’s 
home about the ist of September. I visited 
him soon after. I found him very weak. 
He talked of the past, and was looking with 
great interest to the future.” On Thursday 
before he passed away. Brother Keathley 
visited him. He was then very weak, but 
was conscious, and said : “I shall soon be at 
rest.” He revived a little, and was very 
happy, rejoicing in the Lord. He said to his 
brother: “My dear brother, we have stood 
together through the duties and trials of life, 
but soon I’ll rejoice in the great life be- 
yond.” On Sunday, when Brother Keath- 
ley was there, he had but little to say, but 
did say: “I shall never meet in another ses- 
sion of the Tennessee Conference. Tell my 
brethren ‘Howdy’ for me ; tell them my con- 
dition.”

In 1870 the North Alabama Conference was formed, and the territory of the Tennessee Conference reduced. 

The salaries received by the preachers do not include sums that they received from the Domestic Mission Board. 

The white population 01 Middle Tennessee in 1870 was 404,075 ; and in 1880, 492,368— an increase of 21 per cent. The membership of the Tennessee Conference in 1870 was 33.789, 
and in 1880 it was 46,428 — an increase of .37 per cent. 

In 1868 the membership of the Tennessee Conference paid 6^4 cents per capita for missions ; in 1878 they paid 13K cents, while in 1888 they paid 53% cents per capita. 

The figures in reference to salaries are not satisfactory, as the number of preachers include only those in full connection, and do not include local preachers serving as “ sup- 
plies;” on the other hand, some of those on the “effective” list are connected with educational institutions, and still others are engaged in connectional work. Of course these 
items cause our figures to be but approximately accurate, yet they are as nearly correct as we can make them. The loss of records by fire and otherwise has prevented making more 
petailed reports.
